Israel Embassy denies link with 
PLO arms cache nabbed in UK 


last August and found to be in pos- 
session of six suitcases full of arms — 
including four rapid-fire assault ri- 
fles, nine hand-grenades, 300 
rounds of ammunition, timing de- 
vices, detonators and 30 kilograms 
of high explosives. 

The cache, the court was told yes- 
terday, was entrusted to Sowan for 
safekeeping by Abder Rahmane 
Mustapha. a high- ranking PLO offi- 
cer who has served in Yasser Ara- 
fat’s elite Force 17 bodyguard. It 
was apparently intended for use in a 
series of terrorist attacks planned 
throughout Europe last year. 

Prosecuting counsel John Nutting 
said in his opening remarks to the 
jury ia Court Four at the Old Bailey 
yesterday that Sowan had not de- 
nied having the arms-filled suitcases 
in his home, but claimed that he was 
not aware of their true contents.

“The underlying problem won't 
go away by itself and can’t be wished 
away,” Shultz said at a news confer- 
ence after nieeting Egyptian Presi- 
dent Hosai Mubarak to round off 
his fourth deadlocked peace shuttle. 
“Nor can it be ignored. The lives 
and well-being of too many people 
are endangered by the continuation 
of this conflict.” 

Shultz, ending a five-day mission 
with no tangible progress on record, 


vowed to keep trying. “The United 
States will remain heavily involved 
.- There will be no diminution of 
the American effort,” he said 

Shultz, who also held inconclusive 
talks with Israeli, Jordanian and 
Syrian leaders, later flew to Madrid 
to work on Nato issues instead of 
the intractable Middle East. 

He said the U.S. was confident of 
its initiative for an international con- 
ference followed by Arab-fsraeli 
talks on limited Palestinian self-rule 
in the West Bank and Gaza. 

He said everyone he talked to was 
anxious to see the peace process 
continue. 

But he told both sides to moder- 
ate their positions. 

“The most important thing is for 
people to shed their illusions, to re- 
cognise that the extreme forms of 
their dreams cannot be realised,” he 
said. 


Tf they did not, the region could 
be engulfed by extremism, an arms 
buildup and intense hatred, he said. 

This was taken as a clear refer- 
ence to Palestinian demands for an 
independent state, which he has 
branded unworkable, and Israeli 
hopes of staying in contro! of the 
‘West Bank and Gaza, which he has 
termed a “dead-end street”. 

Shultz urged the PLO to accept 
Israel's right to exist and unambigu- 
ously renounce violence, adding:

Beirut car bomb sets off Syrian-militia clash 


BEIRUT (AP) - A car bomb ex- 
ploded near a Syrian army check-, 
point in south Beirut yesterday, 
touching off a firefight between Syr- 
ian troops and pro-[ranian funda- 
mentalist militiamen, police said. 

They said at least five people were 
killed and 30 wounded in the mid- 
afternoon blast and the ensuing 
shootout in south Beirut's seaside 
Ouzai district. 


Three were killed and 29 wound- 
ed in the car bomb explosion. 
Among the injured were two Syrian 
soldiers and two Lebanese Squad-i6 
fiot policemen manning a joint 
checkpoint on the Ouzai highway, 
police said. 

The site of the blast was about 100 
metres from an office of the Iranian- 
backed fundamentalist Hizbullah, 

A carload of bearded Hizbullah 


guamen raced to the scene. But Syr- 
lan soldiers and Lebanese police- 
men ringing the'site intercepted the 
car and ordered its occupants out, 
police said. 

Reporters and photographers, 
watching from a distance. saw 
troops and policemen beating the 
gunmen with rifle butts through the 
car’s open windows before the shoo- 
tout erupted.

Pinhas Aron 
dies at age 86

Alberta court overturns

Traffic expert opposes 
plan to create toll roads

Implementing the Transport Min- 
istry's plan to install toll booths on 
Israel's highways would be a big 
mistake, according to Technion 
Prof. Moshe Becker, adviser to the 
Knesset subcommittee on road 
safety. 

Becker was responding to reports 
that Transport Minister Haim Corfu 
had decided to make the the Ayalon 

way a toll road this summer. 
Corfu received the authorization to 
establish toll roads from a legislative 
committee on Sunday. 

According to the report, which 
appeared earlier this, week in 
Maariv, Transport Ministry ‘offi- 
cials said the move was intended to 
raise funds for road maintenance 
and development. 

But Becker claimed that toll roads 
in Israel would be inefficient fun- 
draisers and could have negative 
consequences. 

“The government should decide 
that the already overtaxed Israeli 
vehicle- owner pays enough,” said 
Becker. “Last year the government 


collected $1.6 billion in transporta- 
tion-associated taxes, of which only 
$80m.-$90m. were invested in 
roads." And if there was no choice 
but to levy additional taxes, these 
could be collected in far more effi- 
cient ways, such as increasing the 
licence fees, he said. 

“Toll roads are only justified 
when there are high-quality alterna~ 
tives, and have been proven effec- 
tive only when the tolls are placed at 
80-kilometre intervals,’ said 
Becker. In Israel the drivers will 

er insufficient side roads, lead- 
ing to more traffic jams and 
accidents. 

Becker said that although toll 
roads appear to be “an easy solu- 
tion” for the Transport and Finance 
ministries, they are inefficient from 
the viewpoint of the national econo- 
my because they require additional 
expenses for building, maintaining, 


and staffing toll booths, fences, and 
other facilities. 
Becker suggested that 20 per cent 


of all existing transportation taxes 
be directed towards highways and 
highway safety projects.

MOSCOW (Reuter) — A British lawyer was permitted to defend a Jewish 
activist in a Moscow court this week, members of the Soviet Jewish communi- 
ty said yesterday. 

They said the permission ted to attorney Michael Freeman, in Moscow 
for a meeting of the International Bar Association, was unprecedented. 

Freeman demanded the right on Monday to defend a woman charged after 
taking part in a protest outside the Communist Party Ceutral Committee 
building in April, they said. 
“It created quite a commotion,” said Tatyana Ziman, who like the woman 
on trial has been refused permission to emigrate from the Soviet Union. “The 
judge applied to higher authorities and they decided to fet Mr. Freeman 
participaze in a non-official way — this meant he bad to speak while sitting 
rather than standing.” 

Ziman said the woman was fined 10 roubles ($17) instead of the maximum 
50 roubles after Freeman's intervention.

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CALGARY, Canada (Reuter) -- An 
appeal court on Monday overturned 
the 1985 conviction of a small-town 
Alberta province mayor and school 
teacher, Jim Keegstra, charged with 
spreading hatred against Jews. 

Keegstra’s teachings about a Jew- 
ish international conspiracy to influ- 
ence world events were the subject 
of a 70-day trial, the longest in Al- 
berta history. 

In a unanimous ruling, the three- 
member Alberta Court of Appeal 
said the law under which Keegstra 
was fined $5,000 Canadian ($4,050 
U.S.) required a jury to register a 
guilty verdict even if it believed the 
statements involved swayed no one 
to hatred. 

“The law thus fails to respect ade- 
quately the constitutional right of alt 
Canadians to be convicted only 
when the crime is established be- 
yond a reasonable doubt.” Justice 
R.P. Kerans wrote. “It also fails 
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adequately to respect free speech.” 
Kerans said Keegstra might have 
been convicted under a narrower 
law. 

Jewish groups were dismayed by 
the decision. 


“Those who threaten to disrupt 
multicultural harmony and toler- 
ance must be discouraged from be- 
lieving that they have nothing to 
fose in promoting hatred,” said Jo- 
seph Wilder, a spokesman for the 
Canadian Jewish Congress, which 


urged that the ruling be appealed. |

ACCORDING to Nasser, it was the 
arrival of 90 new tanks from che

Later, Nasser tells Okashah that 
he was on the verge of despair on 
Thursday, June 9, when Shams Ba- 
dran phoned him and said that the 
situation was serious.

Nasser re- 
plied that there was no need for 
that.

LATER, Okashah asked Nasser what 
caused him to grant Amer such pres- 
tigious positions and to agree to the 
appointment of someone whom he 
considered a compiete fool as minis- 
ter of war; wasn't he, as president, 
responsible for everything that was 
done in the country? Nasser replied 
that he did it all for friendship. 

But Okashah doesn't absolve 
Nasser of responsibility and declares 
later that all the troubles Egypt ex- 
perienced, the worst being ie terri~ 
ble defeat suffered during the Six 
Day War, resulted from Nasser’s 
soft compromise policy and the half- 
way measures he adopted. 

And finally, another episode that 
shows bow much the Air Force was 
not prepared for the coming war was 
τοῖα to Okashah by Abd el-Nasser : 
The commander of the air force, 
General Sidki, held a Aafla (large 
party) at Inshaas, vee of the biggest 
air force bases. The party boasted 
extravagant food and drink and 
went on until early morning.

AT 8:30 one Saturday evening last year, a 14- 
year-old Ra’anana girl stopped to buy a pizza 
for her famity on her way home from a Scouts 
meeting, A young man of about 25 
crossed her path as she headed home with her 
pizza. Somehow, he persuaded her to come 
with him to a nearby schoolyard, where be 
. had, he said, something to show her. What he 
had for her was rape. ᾿ 

“That shouldn’t have happened," says Eliz- 
abeth Zuri, a Ra’anana journalist who is writ- 
ing a book on child abuse and assault, Zuri 
feels passionately that ignorance on the part of 
parents and children alike contributes to the 
high frequency of such incidents. : 

What did the young girl do wrong? “While 
you can’t possibly blame the girl, in ber igno- 
rance she did everything wrong,” says Zuri. 
“First, once she suspected that she was being 
followed by someone with suspicious motives, 
she should have headed toward the lights of the 
main street, which was only a few metres away. 
rather than down the dark street leading to her 
home, Secondly, no matter how persuasive he 
was and what reason he gave, no young girl or 
boy should ever go to a deserted place with an 
unknown man. 

“The one thing the girl and her family did 
right was to report the incident to the police. 
Many don’t, and that leaves offenders free to 
repeat rape or assault.”* 

Although Israelis often take pride in the fact 
that the country is safe enough for children to 
wander around on their own even at night, 
statistics show that parents should think very 
carefully before allowing their children out 
unsupervised. 


In 1987, Zuri notes, there were almost 1,200 
reported cases of child abuse involving chil- 
dren aged six months to 14, a rise of almost 30 
per cent since 1984. These include incidents of 
sodomy, and abuse of young girls, un- 
dressing, ‘flashing,’ forced oral sex and rape. 
About half of the cases involved incest.

BUT THESE statistics are just the tip of the 
iceberg; police estimate that only about 10 per 
cent of such incidents that actually occur are

Zuri says she became interested in the issue 
when she lived in ‘“‘not the best’ neighbour- 
hood of Bat Yam. 

“When my eldest son was seven, one of the 
children in the neighbourhood was sodomized. 
The parents didn’t report it. From that time 
on, I started warning my kids to be careful and 
not to trust strangers. Then, six years ago, a 
neighbourhood girl of 12 whom my son knew 
slightly was murdered. I was terrified. That 
was one of the reasons we moved away from 
the area.” ᾿

For instance: What would you do if your 
uncle Erequently hugs and pinches you, and 


you don’t like it? Would you let him, because 
it's hard to say no to an adult? Would you 
avoid him? Would you tell him to leave you 
alone? 

Zuri feels that children have to be encour- 
aged to trust their instincts and to say no, even 
when that means possibly angering an author- 
ity figure. 


ANOTHER SITUATION she describes is a 
child alone in the house, with someone knock- 
ing at the door. The possible reactions include 
opening the door and saying that his parents 
aren’t home, or saying that his mother is busy, 
and then phoning a neighbour to tell her what 
happened. The latter, of course, is the most 
desirable alternative, even though it requires 


lying. 

“It sounds wrong, but children have to be 
taught that there are situations where telling a 
white lie is iate. Parents should even 
practise telling lies sometimes with their 
children." 

Zuri has taught courses in prevention of 
physical -crimes against children at local 
schools, and she feels strongly that such tech- 
niques should employ common sense rather 
than physical response. Fighting back, she be- 
lieves, usualfy does more harm than good, and 
the goal is to avoid and survive, rather than 
win, 2 physical contest. In any case, a child, no 
matter how strong, doesn’t have much chance 
against an adult, who become enraged 
and violent. τὰ 

Among Zuri’s most important rules is for 
parents always to be aware of where their 
children are, and for children, from the youn- 
gest age possible, to know their name, address, 
telephone number and who to call in case of 


emergency. 

And if the worst should happen, Zuri recom- 
mends that parents never blame the child and 
file a complaint with the police, even if they 
know the offender well.

One of the women, 28-year-old 
Genet, bears scars on her right fore- 
arm and elbow from bullet wounds 
she suffered in fighting in 1979. She 
now works repairing weapons ex- 
cept when there is demand for more 
fighters on the front. She bridled at 
the suggestion that the EPLF had 
given equality to women in rebel- 
controlled areas. 

“Equality is not a gift given by the 
EPLF to women,” she said. “We get 
it by working hard. The male fight- 
ers we are with us because 
they see with their own eyes that we 
are doing the same job.” 

But the 26-year-old campaign for 
independence of Eritrea has un- 
doubtedly helped bring about the 
dramatic social changes. Faced with 
Addis Ababa's greater resources 
and foreign support, the EPLF has 
had to mobilize as many people as 
possible from both sexes. 

Women first joined in large num- 
bers in 1975 and now make up about 
a third of the fighting force, says. 
Haskalu Mekerios, head of the Na- 
tional Union of Eritrean Women. 
Sitting outside the union’s head- 
quarters — an office dug into the 
hillside in Hashkerbeb and camou- 
flaged against air attack -- she de- 
Scribes the contrast between the old 
way of life and the new. “The place 
of women was behind curtains in the 
house. They never had a say in fam- 
ily life, village life or political life. 
They couldn’t own land, they 
couldn't go to school. 

“A woman couldn't choose a hus- 
band. A girl of 13 could be married 
off to an 80-year-old man without

having seeing him because the fam- 
ily arranged it. Having the women 
as fighters, in garages as mechanics, 
as commanders, is a very good ex- 
ample to the women behind the cur- 
tain,” she said.

HAVING AN OPERATION is 
frightening for an adult; it is often 
traumatic for a child, and long after 
surgery can cause him to stutter, 
suck his thumb, suffer from exagger- 
ated fears, sleep and eat badly, lose 
bladder control and change his rela- 
tionship with his parents and his sur- 
roundings. 

A team headed by Dr. Zmira 
Friedman-Mor of the Hadassah- 
University Hospital on Jerusalem's 
Mt. Scopus has devised a way of 
mentally preparing children for an 
operation that was found to reduce 
significantly their post-surgical trau- 
ma. It can be carried out easily by 
existing medical staff at no extra 
cost to the hospital, according to the 
Hadassah team. 

In an article in the latest issue of 
Harefuah, the journal of the Israel 
Medical Association, they explain 
their technique, which is called HIC 
for “humanity, information and 
choice.” Forty children aged two- 
and-a-half to 12 who were due to 
have surgery at the Jerusalem hospi- 
tal were divided into two groups, 
half prepared according to HIC, and 
the rest a contro! group treated like 
all other pediatric patients. When 
the control group was checked a 
month after surgery, 70 per cent of 
them were found to have psycholog- 
ical upsets, some of them serious. 
Of the HIC group. only 15 per cent 
suffered psychological upsets a 
month later. 

Using HIC, the child is treated as 
a human being, rather than a num- 
ber. Each hospital staffer introduces 
himself or herself by name and job 
and explains in detail what he or she 
intends to do. Permission is asked of 
the child to perform each examina- 
tion or test, and his self-respect and 
modesty are carefully preserved. 

The procedure of the operation is 
explained directly to the child, with 
his parents listening. This includes 
all the details, down to what the 
doctors and nurses wear, the smell 
of the anesthesia, how long it will 
take, infusions, the absence of par- 
ents, the recovery room and the re- 
turn to parents. The young patient is 
encouraged to ask questions. 

The child is allowed to make deci- 
sions if at ali possible — whether he 
wants the anesthesia by injection or 
through a gas mask, to be brought 
into surgery on ἃ rolling stretcher or 
carried in someone's arms, to be 
“put under” while sitting, lying or in 
the arms of the anesthetist. He 
places the anesthesia mask on his 
own face and his body is not uncov- 
ered until he is asleep. After sur-

TEL AVIV'S Ramat Hahayal is one 
of those suburbs, politely described 
as a socio-economic mix, where fine 
villas abut average apartments and 
almost-slums. Ramat Hahayal 
boasts a neighbourhood facility - 
Israel's first “Family Drop-in Cea- 
tre” -- that sets it apart from other 
areas. 
At a drop-in centre, mothers of 
very young children meet informally 
and share experiences, and families 
Participate in activities with their 
oolers. The centres, popular 
in the U.S., are almost unknown in 
this country. It took a group of 
young mothers — Ellen Shein, for- 
tmerly of Albany, NY, Suzanne Sha- 
piro from Holland and former Aus- 
tralian Orna Lankry -- to get this one 
going. 

Shein, a qualified consultant on 
breast-feeding and the centre's di- 
Tector. explains: 

“We started originally as a post- 
natal support group and saw that 
there was-a need — largely ignored 
by welfare, municipal and public-. 
health authorities — for young moth- 
ers to get,together and learn more 
about modern trends in child care.“ 


At the beginning it was far from 
plain sailing. The concept of the 
centre didn’t fit neatly into existing 
Categories and Shein’s requests for 
ἢ Official blessing and support soon 
led her on a classic bureaucratic 
Tunaround. 


“I contacted ne possible 
and was told it was a great idea, but 
no one could or would give any 
practical help. Wizo said they were 
sorry, and initially Na’amat didn’t 
bother to return my call. Later, 
when I managed to speak to their 
secretary-general, she seemed to 
think that I wanted to encroach on 
their territory. Finally, after agree- 
ing to meet me, she cancelled the

’ According to Shein, the centre 
enhances the quality of life at a 
stressful time and may help to ward 
off postpartum blues. 

Every day except Shabbat, moth- 
ers and children descend on the cen- 
tre for a variety of programmes. On 
Mondays, 1500 Links ss to six- 
month-old babies sleep in their 
prams or kick happily on the big rug 
while their mothers listen to an ex- 
pert talk on babies and parenting. 
Every few weeks, there's 2 rap ses- 
sion as mothers air problems and 
receive professional guidance from 
a doctor, ourse, or social worker. 

On Wednesdays, it’s the turn of 
the seven- to 12-month-old babies to 
participate in a playground, while 
toddlers aged one to three have 
their own group three or four times 
a week. There are exercise classes 
for mothers and children, a move- 
ment class for toddlers and activities 
such as shows, hour, 
and arts Ls oon in the pe ere 
when fathers often turn up, too. 

Programmes continue into the 
evening, when parents come for oc- 
casional lectures and to get to know 
their bre uivnct plea social activi- 
ties aré p! lowing a success- 
fal Purim party for parents. 

The Drop-in Centre is an ail- 
found success, not least in bringing 
together families from very varied 
backgrounds for mutual benefit. All 
concerned hope it won't be long be- 
fore the idea spreads to other com- 
munities and Israel boasts a “Drop-

The Hadassah team found it was 
not effective to use dolls or films to 
prepare the children for surgery.

Perbaps the same tech- 
niques could be used on adult 
patients, who react to the scalpel in 
pretty much the same way. 


THE AIDS virus can be found in 
the tears and the comea of the eve 
of victims of the fatal disease. but it 
is “highly unlikely” that Aids can be 
transmitted by tears, according to 
Dr. Robert Burton Nussenbiatt, an 


fogist. The 40-year-old scientist is 
clinical director of the National Eye 
Institute in the National institutes of 
Health in Bethesda, Maryland, and 
last week received an honorary doc- 
torate at Bar-Ilan University. He is 
the youngest person in the past 29 
years ever to receive such a distinc- 
tion at Bar-Ilan.

Ta an interview with The Jerusa- 
lem Post, Dr. Nussenblatt said he is 
in charge of an immunity laboratory 
studying all eye diseases connected 
to the immune system. Some: of 
them can cause blmdness in a few 
years if left untreated. 

Aids patients, with their poorly 


functioning immune systems, can 
develop i in the blood vessels 
of the eye and up to 20 per cent of 


them are blind when they die. A 
number of drugs, however, are be- 
ing used to treat this condition with 
good results. CMV retinitis, another 
blinding disease that is latent in 
many people, including most hospi- 
tal workers, often flares up in Aids 
patients. 

Other genetic eye conditions like 
Tehchet disease are common in Isra- 
el, especially among Sephardim. 
They respond well to cyclosporine, 
the famous anti-rejection drug that 
has made organ transplantation so 
successful. Dr. Nussenblatt was a 
pioneer in the use of cyclosporine to 
treat patients with uveitis, another 
eye disease that until then had blind- 
ed nearly everyone who had come 
down with it. 


ISRAEL received the two top prizes 
for research at a prestigious interna- 
tional conference on military medi- 
cine held in Switzertand last month. 
Representatives of the more than 
106 countries at the event did not 
know beforehand that Israel had 
won the top awards, and of all the 
Arab scientists, only the Sraqis 
waiked out in protest. 

Tat-Aluf Prof. Yehuda Danon, 
chief medical officer of the Israel 
Defence Forces, attended the con- 
vention and brought home the 
prizes. The competion was named 
in memory of Ambroise Pare, a

French, l6th-century pioncer of 
modem surgery who invented many 
of the clamps and retractors salt 
used in operating rooms today. The 
top prize was worth $5.000, and the 
judges made their decision without 
knowing either the name of the ou- 
thors or their country of origin. 

Prof. Danon wrote one of the 
winning research studies along with 
Drs. M. Giladi and C. Milgrom on 
stress fractures in military recruits. 
He tokd The Post that physicians σης 
believed that soldiers whe get such 
bone fractures are those with inwde- 
quate calcium in their hones. But 
their research proved thut soldiers 
who are not in very guod physical 
shape but who have high mofivation 
are most likely to suffer these frac- 
tures. They overexert themselves 
and don't complain to their super. 
ors when in pain. 


PARENTS OF babies born by Cac- 
$arean section are more fikel. τῷ 
expect more of their children than of 


babies born the normal way. uccord- 


ing to researchers at Johns Hopkins 
University ia the U.S. They looked 
at questionnaires completed by 
more than 300 parents of children 
entering first grade. Parents of Cac- 
sarean babies believed that therr 
kids had higher ability and would 
earn higher marks in reading and 
math. 

Doris Entwisle and Karl Alexan- 
der, both sociologists, found that 
Caesarean births did not affect the 
pupils’. scores οὐ the Califorma 
Achievement Test. But they did 
eventually receive higher maths in 
school years later. perhaps because 
they were more encouraged to learn 
by parents who expected more of 
them. 

In ἃ report in the latest Psychalo- 
gy Today, the sociologists explain 
that a child's performance at schea! 
is more affected by parents’ expecta- 
tions than by any other single factor. 
As for the Caesareans, they styvest 
thar since such a delivery is more 
costly, more dangerous and hari. 
on the mother, they view such chii- 
dren as “more precious” than oth- 
ers. 


THE DESCRIPTION of luxury ob- 
stetrics hospitals in a recent issue of 
Newsweek may annoy Israeli read- 
ers, given the chaos in our medi- 
cal institutions. Expectant mothers 
and their husbands are treated roy- 
ally by butlers serving a candielight 
steak and champagne dinner. It 
costs up to $1,000 a day, and thar 
sounds like a bargain when vou con- 
sider the limousine service to the 
hospital, hors d'oeuvres and compli- 
mentary infant car seats. 

This “designer delivery” is of- 
fered at the Pacific Presbvterian 
Medical Centre, the Mount Zion 
Medical Centre in San Francisca 
and the Baptist Hospital in Miami. 
along with a growing number of vth- 
er profit-making hospitals in the 
U.S. At the Miami hospital, a deliv- 
€ry room now being built in ftalian 
Renaissance style will offer oxygen. 
surgical lights and fetal monrturs 
that swing out from the walls and a 
wooden cradle and rocking chair.

nual meeting of the bank,” which 
was supposed to have been held Jast 
week. 

“Remember that these contracts 
were signed in 1985, under the pre- 
vious heads of the bank and the 
OHH,” Drobles stressed. “I found 
out about the size of the payments 
three weeks ago. Believe me, the 
people who approved them must 
have been drunk or on drugs.”

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The Free Trade Area gap 


THERE is a tide in the affairs of states which, taken at the 
flood, leads on to fortune; omitted...well, take the case of the 
Free Trade Area agreement signed by Israel and the U.S. 
three years ago: A gesture of American goodwill towards 
Israel, it was the first such accord concluded by the U.S: with 
any foreign country. It was meant to provide a significant 


boost to American-Israel trade, and to herald an upsurge in 


Initially the promise seemed to be be borne out. Israel’s 
$111m. trade deficit with the U.S. in 1984 was easily wiped out 
as the huge American markets have started to gradually open 
up to Israeli products. During the past three years trade 
between the two countries has been marked by steady surplus, 
which fast year stood at a fairly staggering $822m. The surplus 
figure for the first quarter of this year, a mere $144m., may, in 

conditions of a weak dollar and an appreciated shekel, 
a downward trend. But it is still as nothing compared to the 
enormous deficits in Israei’s trade with Western Europe, 
which have doubled since 1984. 

On the face of it, the prospects for free Israel-American 
trade would appear to be good. 

The ap ices are unfortunately somewhat misleading. It 
tums out that, behind the equable surface of economic amity, 
disillusionment with the FTA agreement has set in on the U.S. 
side. The Americans are officially protesting ill-conceived and 
barely concealed Israeli protectionist measures, which they say 
discriminate against U.S. products and are in breach of the 
agreement. At the same time it is suggested privately, by 
American well-wishers, that Israeli exporters are all too ne- 
glectful of the vast opportunities made available to them in the 
U.S 


On Sunday the Industry and Trade Minister, Ariel Sharon,

Darkly muttering about the effect such 
accusations might have on the overall relationship between the 
two countries, Mr. Sharon put it that the protection of local 
industry is his ministry's precise task.

Mr. Sharon has a point, but it is rather feeble. This country 
has a strong case against Europeans who preach the virtue of 
compliance with free trade agreements, even while cheating 
their own way out of their obligations. But Israel has hardly 
any such case against the Americans. 

True, some antiquated, labour-intensive U.S. industries still 
enjoy domestic preference which is unwarranted in itself and 
certainly cannot be squared with existing agreements. But 
these are the same backward industries, notably textiles, 
which Israel would be better off without, and the products of 
which will never gain much of a foothold in the American 
market. Israel's great realistic hope rests on the export of 115 
high-technology products, which the Americans, unlike the 
Europeans, welcome with open arms when they are competi- 
tive in both quality and price. To frustrate this hope either 
through unconcern or by a systematic breach of the FTA 
agreement, is the height of folly. 

The breaches of the agreement of which Mr. Pickering has 
been complaining are explicable in terms of an anti-inflation- 
ary policy which tries to avoid devaluation. This will presum- 
ably be explained to the Americans at the meeting, due to be 
held in Jerusalem today, of the Free Trade Area Consultative 
Group.
